be a good 
neighbor 


lineups at gates 


The perimeter fence will be 
roped to preserve the spaces 
of those who line up early. You 
cannot save a space for others. 
Lineups will be patrolled by 
Security volunteers, and 
numbers will be issued. 


controlled entry 


To control the rush at the gates, 
patrons will enter the site in 
groups of 25 at one-minute 
intervals and asked to walk 
rather than run. Gates open one 
hour before the shows begin. 


wristbands 


As you enter the gate this year, 
your ticket will be exchanged 
for a wristband. Except for 
seniors, and children 11 years 
and under, all festival patrons 
must wear a wristband. If you 
want to leave the park and 
return later, the wristband will 
be your ticket back in. You can 
trade a weekend pass for a 
weekend wristband or 
individual tickets for individual 
day wristbands. 


blankets, tarps 
and tents 


e Use only the space you 
need. Tarp sizes are limited 
to 8 feet by 10 feet. 


¢ Only low-sitting lawn chairs 
are allowed. 


e Tents and lean-tos can be 
set up at the top of the hill 
only. Tents will be limited to 
a designated area. 


¢ Low-lying lean-tos can be 
used lower on the hill only 
during inclement weather. 


e Take your belongings with 
you at the end of each day. 
Any tarps left overnight can 
be claimed the next day at 
the Journal Information Tent. 


make room for the 
evening crowd 


This year, we will open the 
gates at 6 p.m. Saturday and 
Sunday evenings to an 
additional 1,000 patrons for 
the evening main stage acts. 
Please help them feel welcome 
and make space for them 
when they arrive. 







sit down 


Please don’t stand in front of 
others who are seated. They 
would like to see the show, too. 


dance zone 


Dance to your heart’s content 
at the sides of the stage, where 
there’s lots of room and you 
won't block anyone’s view. 


shh... keep it down 


Please be considerate and talk 
quietly during performances.

Please do your best to sort out 
matters with your neighbor 
through friendly discussion.

If a polite request doesn’t 
work, feel free to contact a 
Liaison Security crew member 
(wearing a bright yellow vest).

Those thousands of sparkling lights 
at night look spectacular, but be 
careful! One serious burn would be a 
very steep price to pay, even fora 
great tradition. 


e Because of liability issues, we are 
now required to use covers for all 
candles. 


e Candle covers are available at the 
General Store and will also be 
distributed by our Security crew on 
the hill. Note: the covers are free— 
this year only. 


e Exercise extreme caution with 
candles. Clothing, blankets and 
tarps are highly flammable. 


¢ Keep your candle in a cup; be 
careful not to drip wax on the hill.

wheelchair 
access 


e Parking is available near the 
main gate for vehicles 
marked with wheelchair tags. 


e Access crew volunteers are 
stationed at the main gate, 
Journal Information Tent 
and wheelchair sites. 


¢ People who use wheelchairs 
may listen to the main stage 
artists in a designated 
listening area just west of 
the main stage. 


e Power lines on site are 
ramped or rerouted to 
reduce or eliminate 
obstacles and allow the free 
movement of wheelchairs. 


e In the event of inclement 
weather, volunteers 
will assist people with 
disabilities off the 
site or to 
sheltered areas 
as quickly and 
safely as 
possible. 








visual 


If you have a visual 
disability, ask for the 
workshop schedule 
in Braille or large 
print. There is also a 
tactile map available 
at the Journal 
Information Tent, 
east of the main 
stage. 











hearing 


For festival goers who are 
hard of hearing, there are: 


¢ magnetic induction loops at 
all performance areas 


¢ loop system receivers for 
those with no hearing aid or 
no T-switch. Receivers can 
be picked up and returned 
at the Journal Information 
Tent. 


The magnetic induction loop 
system consists of an antenna 
placed beneath the sod ina 
25-square-foot area in front of 
the stage. 


e If you use a hearing aid 
equipped with a T-switch 
(telecoil), simply switch 
your aid to the “T” position. 


¢ Then sit within 12 feet of 
the blue hearing-access 
signs located in the centre 
of each looped area. 


¢ Your hearing aid will act as a 
receiver; no other 
equipment is required. 


If you have any questions 
about hearing access, contact 
Mike Keeping, or an Access 
crew volunteer, through the 
Journal Information Tent.

Some say Jann Arden’s music 
has unexplainable healing 
qualities. Some think her 
uncomplicated musical style 
hits a certain chord within her 
audiences. Others say it’s her 
incredible wit and dead-pan 
humor that draws crowds to 
her. Still others mention her 
passionately flawless voice. 

Hailing from Calgary, she 
began her career busking on 
street corners and now has 
three hugely successful 
albums, a handful of Junos, 
including best new solo 
performer and female vocalist 
of the year, and a throng of 
adoring fans. 

Jann’s new album, Happy?, 
was released earlier this year. 
Since the release of the 
sextuple-platinum Living 
Under June three years ago, she 
has established herself as one 
of Canada’s most 
accomplished performers. 


That’s not to say it was all 
easy, even though it sounds 
like Jann’s music comes to her 
without difficulty. She believes 
in keeping things real. She 
says of her music, “Making a 
record is like catching a little 
piece of time. I write honest 
songs; I write about what I 
know.” On backup for Jann 
are Russell Broom on guitar, 
Mike Lent on bass, Gary Craig 
on drums, Lin Elder on vocals 
and percussion, and Robert 
Foster on keyboards. LG 


Balfa Toujours 


Louisiana’s Balfa Toujours 
has been given the distinction 
of being called “the future of 
Cajun music.” This 
recognition can’t help but 
boost a young band’s career. 
Balfa Toujours, (meaning 
“Balfa still and always”) is led 
by Christine Balfa, daughter 
of fiddler Dewey Balfa, and 
member of the famous Balfa 
Brothers. Christine carries on 
the reputation her father 
established by playing music 
steeped in tradition while at 
the same time forming a 
unique sound. 

Love of life is the essence 
of Cajun music, and the Balfa 
rhythm is at its heart. Even 
though the majority of the 
band’s songs are in the 
ancient Cajun language, 
audiences throughout North 
America and Europe can’t 
help but respond to Balfa 
Toujours’ infectious energy,

no matter what the language. 
The group’s goal is not simply 
to bring Cajun music to the 
world, but also to inspire 
audiences to explore their 
own cultures. 

In the words of the 
immortal Dewey Balfa, “A 
culture is like a whole tree. 
You have to water the roots to 
keep the tree alive, but at the 
same time you can’t go 
cutting off all the branches 
every time it tries to grow.” 

Balfa Toujours has no 
desire to preserve its craft like 
a museum piece, nor does it 
want to completely overhaul 
its heritage. Dirk Powell says, 
“We play traditional music, 
not because we’re thinking it 
has to be that way, but 
because it moves us”... “It’s 
just real straight emotion.” 

As well as Christine on 
guitar and vocals, and Dirk on 
accordion, the group includes 
Kevin Wimmer on fiddle, and 
Mitchell Reed on bass. LG

Get ready for an Acadian 
house party with la musique 
Acadienne supplied by 
Barachois. The four-piece 
group from Prince Edward 
Island has a reputation for 
tearing up the stage, not just 
with their music, but with step 
dancing and clogging, as well. 

The group, led by brother 
and sister Albert Arsenault 
and Helene 
Arsenault-Bergeron, 
along with Louise 
Arsenault and Chuck 
Arsenault, play 
everything from 
fiddle and piano to bones and 
sousaphone. Their music 
carries on the traditions 
brought over from France by 
the earliest settlers. 

In fact, they take their 
name from the French 


ne 
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barachois, or tidal pools left 
over by receding waters— 
referring to the expulsion of 
the French Acadians in the 
mid-1700s. Not all the 
Acadians were displaced— 
some of them hid in the 
forests and remained behind, 
much like the tidal pools. The 
Arsenaults and their music 


descended from those settlers.

These are 
songs formed after hours and 
hours in his favorite cafes in 
Toronto, so one can guess 
that this time we’ll hear a 
more introspective, well-fed 
Moe. 

It will be interesting to hear 
this different side of Moe 
Berg this weekend. You can 
bet the sound will be more 
intimate, proving that he’s 
even more of “an adult now.”

Ray Bonneville 


It’s ironic that Ray 
Bonneville’s latest album is 
entitled Solid Ground. For one 
thing, he spent a portion of 
his life as a bush pilot; 
secondly, he sees a strong 
connection between flying 
and music—both as a means 
to freedom. Nevertheless, this 
Montreal-based guitarist, 
vocalist and harmonica-player 
has spent 30 years touring 
Canada, the United States and 
France to achieve that 
freedom. 

Bonneville blends elements 
of blues, country, roots, rock, 
and slight tinges of Cajun and 
Latin rhythms into an 
infectiously likeable style. His 
natural, laid-back voice 
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Bill Bourne 


echoes Mark Knopfler and 
Eric Clapton, and his spare 
musical arrangements exude a 
confidence and emotional 
insight that leave audiences 
captivated. Listen to the 
genuine quality of his words 
and his percussive blues guitar 
style that questions the need 
for a rhythm section. 

For a man who’s shared the 
stage with the likes of B.B. 
King and Muddy Waters, and 
who’s appeared at the 
prestigious New Orleans and 
Monterey Jazz festivals, 
Bonneville remains 
refreshingly low-key. In an 
interview with the Edmonton 
Sun, Bonneville says, “Me, I 
wouldn’t want to be a famous 
guy. You get robbed of your 
privacy. I just want to be a 
well-respected songwriter. 
Besides that, I haven’t got 
anything figured out.” LG 


Bill Bourne 


Four decades of music making 
have been very kind to Bill 
Bourne. Well known in 
Alberta’s music scene, Bill’s 
influences encompass 
countless styles and cultures, 
and they can all be heard in 
his vast array of material. He 
weaves threads of blues, 
African highlife, Celtic, 
Cajun, swing, gospel, 
aboriginal, flamenco, and 
even the sitar through his 


music. 

Bill has released 11 albums, 
both on his own and with 
artists such as Alan MacLeod, 
Scotland’s The Tannahill 
Weavers and Shannon 


Johnson. His latest solo album, 


Sally’s Dream, further proves 
the scope of his talent and 
imagination. He’s also received 
a Juno Award, after having 
been nominated five times. 
He continues to enthral 
audiences with his thought- 
provoking songs and his 
soulful musical style. Sit back 
and listen to his solid grooves, 
inspiring solos and free-form 
improvisations that both 
entertain hearts and 
enlighten minds. LG 


Billy Bragg 


Remember punk? Remember 
when the punkers became 
disillusioned and migrated 
into folk music, taking their 
socialist principles and 
politics with them? Billy Bragg 
was at the vanguard of that 
movement, running with the 
likes of The Men They 
Couldn’t Hang, The Boothill 
Foot-tappers and 
Poguemahone (Gaelic for kiss 
my ass —later to become The 
Pogues). 

That was in about 1983, 
and as things fall apart, so do 
things change. These days, 
Billy has found a new 
songwriting partner—a guy

who, though he’s been dead 
for 30 years, could write a 
pretty mean lyric in his day. 

Last year, on the 
anniversary of Woody 
Guthrie’s death, Billy went on 
a pilgrimage with Nora 
Guthrie, daughter of 
America’s greatest folk 
legend, to New York’s 
amusement park Coney 
Island. They visited Mermaid 
Avenue, where Woody spent 
much of his post-war life and 
wrote a mass of songs. 

And so the name of the 
first album of songs 
comprising words by Woody 
Guthrie and music by Billy 
Bragg and Jeff Tweedy is 
Mermaid Avenue. Whether you 
are a fan of Woody Guthrie, 
Billy Bragg, or indeed of Jeff 
Tweedy’s band Wilco, this 
album is likely to leave you 
startled. 

“Billy’s perfect,” insists 
Nora about the album. “The 


writings and the thoughts 
totally transcend America and 
United States history. It goes 
further than that. It 
incorporates Dust Bowl and it 
keeps going. It’s the ideas that 
are important, and I don’t care 
what instrument anybody uses 
to express them. It goes way 
beyond folk music ...” SA CW 


Richard Buckner 


Richard Buckner has created 
a nice little home-away-from- 
home in Edmonton. Over the 
past four years, the San 
Francisco native has come to 
enjoy the city, its people and 
our ever-growing music scene. 

The local buzz about 
Buckner started two years ago, 
when he debuted at Blackbyrd 
Records, and he has played 
here on numerous occasions 
since, including at our 1996 
festival. The bulk of his time is 
spent touring, which he

accepts as a vital component 
of breaking in to the music 
industry. He says that being 
on the road helps stir his 
creative juices, and he finds 
he often has enough material 
to go straight into the studio 
when the wheels on the bus 
stop turning. 

He’s only been around for 
a handful of years, but already 
has earned comparisons to 
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“countrified soulmen like Neil 
Young.” Buckner has released 
three albums: Bloomed, in 
1994, Devotion and Doubt, in 
1996 and Since came out a few 
months ago. The singer- 
songwriter feels that his latest 
effort is much more rock- 
oriented, as opposed to his 
more roots-based work in the 


past. LG

At www.buckwheatzydeco.com 
on the main page of his 
website is a quotation from 
the New York Times naming his 
as one of the two best party 
bands in the United States. 

Since Buckwheat Zydeco 
last graced our main stage in 
1985, he’s played both of Bill 
Clinton’s inaugurations and 
earned four Grammy 
nominations from numerous 
albums. No word as to 
whether Bill sat in on sax at 
the inaugurations, but Eric 
Clapton’s worked with Buck, 
as have other musicians as 
diverse and notable as Willie 
Nelson, Mavis Staples and 
Dwight Yoakam. 

Born Stanley Dural in 1947, 
the “Buckwheat” part of his 
nickname comes from the 
Little Rascals movie character 
of the same name; the 
“Zydeco” stems from his 
birthplace of Lafayette, 
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Louisiana—home of zydeco 
music. Do not mistake or 
confuse zydeco with Cajun! 
Zydeco is very much the 
traditional Creole dance 
music of the Lafayette area, 
while Cajun is associated with 
the rural white Louisiana 
music community. 

Buck is well-recognized as 
Clifton Chenier’s successor to 
the title King of Zydeco. He 
played with Chenier and is 
true to his roots while 
introducing other idioms, 
such as rock, blues and R&B. 

Another quotation on his 
home page sums up 
Buckwheat’s appeal. The 
Kalamazoo Gazette says, “If you 
can’t dance [to Buckwheat], 
vous étes mort.” 

Accompanying Buck are 
Stanley Dural on accordion, 
vocals and keyboard; Lee 
Zeno on bass guitar; Will 
Terry on sax; Curtis Watson 
on trumpet; Kevin Menard on 
drums; Reginal Dural on 
rubboard; Ray Mouton on 
guitar; and Andre Carter on 
trumpet. SA 


Capercaillie 


Capercaillie (pronounced kap- 
ir-kay-lee) is a traditional Celtic 
band—with a twist. The group 
stretches the borders of its 
Scottish music tradition by 
weaving in African and Latin 
rhythms and melodies, as well 


as new instrumental textures. 

The band began in 1984, 
when Karen Matheson 
(vocals) and Donald Shaw 
(accordion and keyboards) 
were in high school. Since 
then, they’ve picked up 
guitarist and bouzouki player 
Manus Lunny, fiddler Charlie 
McKerron, guitarist and 
bassist John Saich, drummer 
Wilf Taylor, vileann piper 
Michael McGoldrick, and 
percussionist and berembau 
player Chimp. They’ve put out 
a total of eight albums and 
have gained acclaim as one of 
the most electrifying and 
interesting groups to come 
out of the whole of Britain in 
many years. 

Whether she’s singing an 
old song or a new one, in 
English or in Gaelic, 
Matheson’s other-worldly 
voice is both haunting and 
energetic, both expressive and 
cool. She’s been called the 
best Gaelic singer of the time, 
and has drawn comparisons to 
Enya and Sinead O’Connor. 

The music of the Scots has 
always echoed the craggy 
beauty of the landscape and 
their history of heroism and 
defeat in dirges, ballads and 
lilts. Capercaillie’s latest 
recording, Beautiful Wasteland, 
combines the haunting 
beauty, whimsey and tragedy 
that is intrinsically Celt.

Yet 
Susan Crowe—whose musical 
career started in the Maritimes

Home, in 1994. 

From then on it happened 
in arush. The album was 
chosen by the Georgia Straight 
as one of the top albums of 
the year and was nominated 
for a Juno Award in the roots/ 
traditional category.

River, has been a top-selling 
folk album, and she plans to 
release her third album this 
fall.

Though Crowe made her 
own farewell to Nova Scotia, 
she will always be a Maritimer 
at heart. Fans speak of her 
quiet, understated 
performances and her dry 
Bluenose wit. She is also 


applauded, as by the Vancouver 


Sun, as one of the most 
distinctive voices in Canada 
today ... destined to be one of 
our lasting folk heroines. 
Joining Susan are John 
Reischman on mandolin and 
Brent Gubbels on bass. AK 





Welcome back to The Dead 
Reckoners—you may have 
caught their main stage show 
on Saturday afternoon in ’96. 
The group is an all-star cast 
from the Dead Reckoning 
label that includes Kevin Welch, 
Kieran Kane, Mike Henderson, 
Harry Stinson and Tammy 
Rogers, supported by Alison 
Prestwood. They’ve met with 
critical success since starting 
the label three years ago. 
Their indie tag comes from 
their Dead Reckoning label, 
which they put together to 
write and record their own 
material, mostly as songwriters 
for other artists. Based in 
Nashville, they’re steeped in 
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country, but their most recent 
album, A Night of Reckoning, 
also includes roots, rock and 
blues. 

So, while they’ve done well 
in the mainstream, having 
struck out on their own, their 
accomplishments indicate 
that they’re not poling along 
on a raft—they’re steaming 
right along. SA 


Ramblin’ Jack Elliott 


Describing Ramblin’ Jack 
Elliott simply as a “musician” 
does him an injustice. His 
career is a patchwork that 
includes almost 50 years of 
folk music, yet he’s done so 
many other things that you 
can’t just call him a musician. 
Sure, he served his musical 
apprenticeship under the same 
master as Pete Seeger: Woody 


Guthrie. And, in turn, Ramblin’ 


Jack became a seminal figure 
for folk musicians in the 
Greenwich Village of the ’60s; 
Bob Dylan, for one, counts him 
as an influence. 

But Elliott’s never been 
known as a songwriter, or for 
his singing, and he’s nota 
stellar guitarist, for that 
matter. At the same time, he 
won a Grammy in 1996 for 
best traditional folk album, 
and a lot of people are 
looking forward to the 
product of his project with 
slide guitarist and producer 
Roy Rogers that includes 
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Ramblin’ Jack Elliott 


contributions from the likes 
of John Prine, Emmylou 
Harris, Nanci Griffith and 
Arlo Guthrie. 

A musician he is indeed. 
Yet, Ramblin’ Jack Elliott is 
also a diesel mechanic, an 
airplane pilot and a saltwater 
sailor. The description 
“walking contradiction” made 
by Kris Kristofferson in “The 
Pilgrim-Chapter 33” on The 
Silver Tongued Devil And I 
makes direct reference to 
Elliott. So, what is he, really? 

Ramblin’ Jack is a cultural 
interpreter—someone who’s 
seen it all, done most of it, 


and carries it wrapped around 


him like a patchwork quilt. SA 


Jay Farrar 


“Straightaways, the new album 


from Son Volt, is a poetic road 


trip via 10 original songs by 
Jay Farrar—songs that map 


out a ruined, elegiac 
American landscape and 
touch on its tragedies and 
consolations.” So says the 
promotional material for the 
new album, and the members 
of the group which debuted 
with Trace in 1995 also speak 
enthusiastically about their 
new release. Farrar himself, a 
vocalist and guitarist for Son 
Volt, says, “This time, 
everything fell into place ... I 
think it was more intuitive ... 
The songs were a lot more raw 
... So the band worked them 
out together a lot more than 
on Trace.” The group’s earlier 


release was no slouch, 
however. It made the 1995 
year-end top 10 lists of several 
American newspapers and 
magazines, including that of 
the Rolling Stone. 

Farrar also played as part of

The Festival 
House Band 


The Festival House Band 
contains what might be 
sheepishly described as an 
embarrassment of talent. The 
collection of musicians, 
assembled to back headline 
artists travelling without a 
band, is capable of 
performing anywhere they 
choose, and many of them 
have fronted their own bands. 
Part of their success comes 
from experience. Amos 
Garrett has played with the 
best of the best. His guitar has

graced more than a few hit 
albums, and he’s toured with 
a stellar collection of 
performers, such as Paul 
Butterfield, Stevie Wonder, 
Bonnie Raitt, Long John 
Baldry, Emmylou Harris and 
Maria Muldaur. 

Rusty Reed has long 
been one of Alberta’s 
premier harmonica players. 
He comprises a third of 
Triple Threat, and he’s led 
his own band and

more. 

Over the past 15 years, 
Dave Babcock has earned a 
solid reputation as one of 
Edmonton’s finest musicians. 
A first-rate saxophonist and 
session man, Dave has played 
and recorded with blues

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legends Albert Collins, Taj 
Mahal, Jay McShann and Duke 
Robillard, as well as Canadian 
artists Long John Baldry and 
Colin James. He is currently 
leading the Gulf-Coast-style 
group Fat Tuesday and a ’60s 
retro act, The Kit Kat Club, 
and fronts his own swingin’ 
solo project. 

Ron Casat makes the 
trip to Edmonton from 
Calgary and brings his 
keyboards with him. He’s a 
singer-songwriter in his 





own right, and he’s also a 
member of the EH Team 
and the swing-jazz band— 
the Cold Club of Canada. 
Kit Johnson’s bass has 
helped anchor the Festival 
House Band for more than a 
few years. A singer-songwriter, 
he co-wrote Lover of Mine, 
Alannah Myles’ 1992 hit 
single, which also won 
SOCAN’s Canadian Song of

the Year. He’s toured with 
Chris de Burgh, David Wilcox 
and Murray McLauchlan. 

Occasionally, the Great 
Spirit grants an individual the 
opportunity to reincarnate 
without actually dying. Such is 
the case with Michelle Josef. 
She is the present-day 
incarnation of drummer 
Bohdan Hluszko, who gave up 
his identity in September 
1997. To many she is both a 
newcomer and an old friend.

Celebrating 
her 25th year of musicianship, 
Michelle brings a wealth of 
playing experience (with the 
likes of Etta James, David 
Wilcox, Sharon, Lois & Bram, 
Wild Strawberries, Jann Arden, 
and Prairie Oyster), as well as 
a unique life perspective.

Norman Foote is short for 
Norman Mervyn Barrington- 
Foote, a name which 
(according to Foote) was his 
prime motivation for 
developing a sense of humor. 

Foote is playing this 
weekend as part of his North 
American “Tour de Foote”— 
self-styled musical-comedic 
combination for young and 
old. 

Biographical notes claim 
that the title song on his most 
recent album, Pictures on the 
Fridge, “puts the fun back into 
housework.” His previous

Roy Forbes 


This is a test for local folkies. 
You all know Roy Forbes was a 
festival regular almost every 
year from 1980 to 1986, when 
he was known as Bim (a 
nickname he got from one of 
his six sisters). Then he 
skipped 1987 and came back 
the following year as Roy 
Forbes. But the real test 
question is this: Roy played 
the second Hovel (Edmonton’s 
original coffee house), but

did he ever play the /irst 
Hovel—the one next door to 
the old A&W on 109 Street? 

Ah, so many years ago, he 
could knock you off your feet 
with a version of “I’m So 
Lonesome I Could Cry,” and 
then pick you up and do it 
again with self-penned 
material echoing folk, blues 
and rock influences. 

But don’t mistake him for a 
nostalgia number. Forbes is a 
consummate musician who’s 
gained a national reputation 
for his playing and 
songwriting. (And he has a 
wry sense of humor, as well.) 

Backing up Roy and his 
guitar are Doug Edwards on 
bass, Jerry Adolphe on drums, 
and Bill Henderson on guitar 
and vocals. SA

Jennifer Gibson began her 
solo career in 1991 as “a rare 
gem that comes already 
polished” (Walt Grealis of 
RPM). She had already taken 
turns with two bands— 
Petticoat Junction 
(Edmonton’s first all-girl 
band) and the Cranky Brats— 
which provided the polish for 
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Jennifer’s solo style. Most 


compelling in her musical 
style is the honesty in her 
lyrics—sometimes raw and 
scathing, sometimes light and 
liberating. She explores 
themes of independence, 
frustration, anger, love and 
clarity. 

Jennifer has played the 
festival circuit, including the 
Winnipeg Folk Festival and 
Alberta’s North Country Fair 
as well as our own. She’s 
opened for the likes of Tom 
Russell, Valdy and Cheryl 
Wheeler and was a part of 
Tom Jackson’s Huron Carole in 
1994. As a boost from her 
peers, she received the 
Alberta Recording Industry 
Association Award for most 
promising artist. 

She has two CDs; her latest, 
entitled Be The Woman, is 
filled with heart-breaking 
honesty. LG

Guthrie. Is there a more 
famous name in folk music? 
In the 1930s there was 
Woody Guthrie. In the ’60s 

came Arlo. Have you ever 
known anyone else named 
Arlo? Even now, there’s only 
one, and the name 
immediately conjures up 
Alice’s Restaurant—the

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definitive “talking blues” of 
the love and peace 
generation. 

So, what do you expect in 
the ’90s? Well, Arlo turned 50 
last year ... visit www.arlo.net 
and see for yourself. As of 
June 5, this visitor was the 
156,120" blunderer to the site 
since June 27, 1995. You can 
hear five different audio clips 
of “The Motorcycle Song,” 
buy a T-shirt with the official 
map of the route taken by the 
red VW Microbus with the 
garbage, and other stuff. 

On Arlo’s home page, you 
can also hear clips of his 1996 
album Mystic Journey. It 
contains nine new originals, 
and they all sound like Arlo, 
though a time-tempered 
version. He still has the pull- 
the-tail-of-the-dragon attitude, 
but he has that spiritual side, 
as well. “My parents were both 
people who believed in 
serving humanity,” he says. 
“You've got to do something; 
my dad did; my mom did. We 
just grew up that way. My kids 
are being brought up that 
way. You have to give back, 
especially when so many 
wonderful things happen to 
you.” 

Don’t miss Arlo’s show. If 
you do miss him here, there’s 
always Carnegie Hall in 
November. SA 


Emmylou Harris 


Think about the musical 
places Emmylou Harris has 
been since she last appeared 
on main stage in 1990. Most 
notably, she won a Grammy in 
1996 for best contemporary 
folk album, and the Daniel 


Lanois-produced Wrecking Ball 


album of 1995 was a musical 
highpoint of the year. It’s not 
surprising when you realize 
Emmylou has been in a lot of 
important musical places 
since she first got into music 
almost 30 years ago. 


She began by doing the 
folk thing in the late ’60s, 
when she could be found on 
the same Greenwich Village 
stage as Jerry Jeff Walker and 
David Bromberg. Then she 
got her first real start when 
Gram Parsons called her to 
work on GP in 1972—Chris 
Hillman had taken him to see 
her in a small club in the 
Washington, D.C. area. 

Following that adventure, 
she sang with Parsons on 
Gmevous Angel. (Trivia time: 
Emmylou sang on all the 
tracks but one—what other 
well-known female singer sang 
on the other track?) Many 
performers would be satisfied 
to have just that one album to 
their credit. Harris has gone 
on to release a total of 25 
albums in a number of 
genres. Throughout her 
career, her voice has been 
immediately recognizable, 
whether she’s singing country, 
folk, pop, or even the 
alternative songs on Wrecking 
Ball. 

On stage with Emmylou 
and her acoustic guitar are 
Buddy Miller, vocals/lead 
guitar; Brady Blade, vocals/ 
drums/ percussion; Daryl 
Johnson, vocals/djembe/bass 
guitar. SA 
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Alvin Youngblood Hart 


Alvin Youngblood Hart 


Alvin Youngblood Hart is a 
throwback to the country 
blues of the ’20s and °30s, but 
his nickname is very ’70s—the 
guy has a sense of humor. 
Born Gregory E. Hart in 
Oakland, California in 1963, 
he took the “Alvin” from one 
of his favorite cartoon 
characters: Alvin, of The 
Chipmunks. (Remember 
Simon and Theodore?) 

His sense of humor aside, 
Hart is taken seriously on the 
blues scene, having headlined 
his own club and festival dates 
and opened for everybody 
from Neil Young to Buddy 
Guy and Bobby Bland. 

He interprets vintage 
material by Charlie Patton, 
Leadbelly and Blind Willie 
McTell. His biographical 
material claims he pre-dates 
other country blues revivalists 
such as Keb Mo’, Eric Bibb 
and Corey Harris, and his 
most recent album, Big 
Mama’s Door, has drawn rave 
reviews. In fact, one critic 
rates him as the best technical 
player of the bunch. Taj 
Mahal, who actually played 
with some of the bluesmen 
from that era, sat in for 
several tracks on the album.

Colin Hay 


Colin Hay 


As the former frontman for 
multi-million-selling Men At 
Work, which he formed with 
Ron Strykert in 1979, Colin 
Hay has experienced the kind 
of success phenomenon that 
comes along only once ina 
decade. Women glowed, men 
chundered, and the band 
went on to sell over 10 million 
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copies of Business As Usual, 
which stayed on the top of the 
charts for 16 weeks, until it 
was knocked off by Michael 
Jackson’s Thriller. 

Colin may never again scale 
such heights of commercial 
success and widespread 
popularity as he did with Men, 
but today he is writing and 
singing songs that are superior 
to those that brought him fame 
and fortune. He’s easily one 
of the world’s best soloists, 
with an incredible voice 
backed by steel-string playing 
that’s simply amazing. And he 
tells stories, too—funny ones. 

This expatriate Scotsman 
(he emigrated with his family 
to Australia at the age of 14) 
still speaks in a broad Glasgow 
accent, but slips effortlessly 
(and all the more humorously 
for the contrast) into broad 
Australian. There are also 
poignant moments in his act, 
moving lyrics about betrayal, 
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bitterness, anger, forgiveness 
and loss. . . they’re all there. 
On stage, Colin Hay is a 
master who is not to be 
missed. CW 


The Holmes Brothers 


When asked to describe their 
musical style, The Holmes 
Brothers lean toward Southern 
roots music. Guitarist Wendell 
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Holmes, bassist Sherman 
Holmes and drummer Willie 
“Popsy” Dixon want to avoid 
the blues tag, simply because 
their music is much more—it 
encompasses gospel, blues, 
soul, country and R&B, all 
wrapped in a richly 
experienced, seamless and 
unique package. 

A distinctive feature of the 
Holmes Brothers’ music is 
their three-part vocal 
harmonies. In addition to the 
band’s superb instrumental 
work, Sherman’s stable 
baritone, Wendell’s growling 
shout and Popsy’s lilting 
falsetto join to create a solid 
ensemble. It is also rare to 
have three soul-harmony 
singers act as their own back- 
up band. 

The Holmes boys learned 
to sing in church in their 
hometown of Christchurch, 
Virginia, and learned to play 
by listening to the radio. They 
take elements from both 
religious and nonreligious 
music to make their sound. 

Despite what some call a 
late start, the Holmes 
Brothers have, and continue 
to gain, recognition and 
acclaim from around the 
world. They have recorded six 
albums, have received a New 
York Music Award for best 
blues artists in 1992, 
and have toured the 
world extensively. They 
also have the 
distinction of being the 
first American artists to 
record an album for 
Peter Gabriel’s Real 
World label. LG 


Jerusalem Ridge 


Imagine every possible 
combination of 
bluegrass; they do it all: 
traditional, 
contemporary, mixed 
with country swing, as 
well as bluegrass gospel 


and bluegrass humor. Not 
only has Jerusalem Ridge 
made a significant 
contribution to the bluegrass 
music scene in western 
Canada and won awards from 
the Alberta Recording 
Industry Association and the 
City of Edmonton, but the 
quartet has also toured 
extensively for the past eight 
years and been acknowledged 
by such institutions as the 
Society for the Preservation of 
Bluegrass Music in America. 
They’ve also released four 
albums: Jerusalem Ridge, North 
Wind, Looking Back and Make a 
Joyful Noise, as well as Canada’s 
first bluegrass music video. 

You can’t have bluegrass 
without banjo, and Craig 
Korth, one of the band’s 
originals, has that in hand, 
though he’s recently taken up 
the guitar as well. He also 
builds them: top-line 
handcrafted archtop guitars 
for jazz and swing players. 

The old-time fiddle player, 
Byron Myhre, also plays guitar, 
and has impeccable blood 
lines; he’s the son of old-time 
fiddle legend Alfie Myhre. In 
1997, Byron did his daddy 
proud by placing third in 
Canada’s National Old-Time 
Fiddle Competition, held in 
Nepean, Ontario.

Bill Lopushinsky is another 
original member of the Ridge.

Hearing what people have to 
say about Paul Kelly, you’d 
swear he was a folk/rock god. 
And you’d probably be right. 
David Fricke of Rolling Stone 
magazine talks about one of 
Kelly’s performances, saying, 


- “It was one of those rare 


moments in music—when the 
singer and the song together 
become something else, 
indivisible, yet with a warm 
broad resonance that leaves 
plenty of room for the rest of 
us.” Neil Finn of Crowded 
House says, “I have been 
stopped in my tracks many a 
time by the deep atmosphere 
and warmth of his words and 
music”... “not a trace of 
pretence or fakery in there.” 
Kelly, a native Australian, 
made his North American 
debut in 1987 with his album 


Gossip. What was unusual 
about his debut was that he 
was introduced to our fair 
continent as a polished 
musiclan—even as a 
prospective icon—with four 
albums already under his belt 
in Australia. 

What impresses audiences 
and critics alike is Paul Kelly’s 
consistency. On the other 
hand, Kelly’s music is not 
easily defined, and certainly 
not predictable. He makes the 
transition seamlessly from 
straight-ahead rock ‘n roll to 
blues to punk-pop a la Elvis 
Costello to African-driven 
rhythm, all in a space as short 
as a single album. He is also 
embraced for his lyrics, which 
touch on growth, discovery 
and relationships in a way that 
is anything but ordinary. In 
fact, his lyrics were compiled 
and published in a book aptly 
named Lyrics in 1993. LG 


After releasing his first album, 
Freedom, in 1996, Chester 
Knight already has a Juno 
nomination under his belt. 
Critics have said of the album, 





Chester Knight 


“A remarkable debut [that] 
hits hard, but in the end hope 
emerges...” Chester and his 
band, The Wind, sincerely 
welcome these words, but 
essentially the album was 
made for reasons beyond the 
realm of critics, sales and the 
business of music. The album 
grew from Chester’s 
realization that his music 
inspired other First Nations 
people to feel good about 
their heritage and to have 
hope. He even offers a 
percentage of album sales to 
finance other Native 
musicians’ albums. On top of 
that, Chester started his own 
indie label, Falcon’s Dream, 


to promote Native music and 
musicians, and he is an 
Academic Counsellor for the 
Saskatchewan Indian 
Federated College. 

Chester is a Cree member 
of the Muskoday First Nations 
in Saskatchewan. He finds 
music to be a source of 
strength and hope, and a way 
to express his feelings about 
life and the situations around 
him. His songs often carry 
hefty themes about things 
such as historical dislocation, 
alcohol abuse and alienation, 
yet they ultimately show the 
triumph of the human spirit 
through the hardest of 
struggles. 

Aboriginal, folk, rock and 
country fuse to form Chester 
Knight and The Wind’s 
original sound. Their live 
performances are powerful, 
energetic and entertaining, 
and the understated, low-key 
quality of the instruments 
brings out Chester’s plaintive 
and haunting voice. The band 
consists of Chester and 
Vernon Knight on acoustic 
and rhythm, Colin Cheechoo 
on lead guitar, Buddy Bird on 
drums, and Darryl Ross on 
bass. LG 
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Luann Kowalek 


“Friends” is one of the themes 
of Late Night Heroes, Luann 
Kowalek’s new album, and 
that’s fitting because this 
Edmonton-based singer and 
songwriter has a rare talent 
for gathering good friends 
around her. 

One of Kowalek’s many 
friends is Wyckham Porteous, 
who, after hearing her 
perform at the Edmonton 
Folk Music Festival—last year 
was her third appearance 
here—advised ragged pup 
records to “sign her before a 
big label does.” Ragged pup 
took his suggestion, and Late 
Night Heroes, which they say 
offers a more personal view of 
Kowalek and the things that 
affect her life and music than 
her two previous recordings 
did, is the result.

Over the years, other 
friends have encouraged 
Kowalek to continue writing 
songs and performing; still 
others join her on the 
recording, such talents as 
guitarist Chris Smith, 
drummer Miche Pouliot, 
bassist Mike Lent, keyboardist 
Ron Casat and vocalists Lin 
Elder, Rachelle VanZanten 
and Daisy Blue Groff. The 
result of all their efforts is 
what is described as a “diverse 
and sparkling album.”

Jennifer Kraatz 


Born and raised in 
Edmonton’s river valley, 
Jennifer Kraatz grew 
accustomed to the freedom of 
expression in the artistic, folk- 
based community of 
Riverdale. Her musical 
influences range from violin 
to clarinet to saxophone 
before she discovered the 
guitar at the age of 16. 
Upon joining her first 
band, Stanley’s Wagon, in 
1993, Jennifer soon 
became enthralled with the 
art of songwriting. 

Since February 1995, she 
has been performing solo, 
in a duo with Shawn

Jonasson on guitar, and most 
recently with a four-piece 
band, The Whispers. In the 
spring of 1995, Jennifer and 
Shawn released their first self- 
titled, six-song cassette; within 
two weeks of its release to 
Edmonton’s college radio, it 
reached 27" on CJSR’s playlist. 
And in August 1995 
Jennifer was featured on The 
Great Western Ballroom, a 
nationally syndicated radio 
show airing across Canada 
and the USA. She was also 
selected for The Great Western 
Ballroom compilation CD 
released in 1997. Currently, 
Jennifer Kraatz and the 
Whispers are recording their 
first full-length album at 
Riverdale Recorders. CW

If you missed Lhasa de Sela at 
the Sidetrack Cafe last winter, 
now’s your chance to find out 
what all the fuss was about. In 
May, CKUA’s Bill Coull 
introduced one of her tracks 
by dubbing her “one of the 
most soulful singers I’ve 
heard in the last decade.” He 
also described her La Llorona 
album as “one of the best 
released in Canada last year.” 
More often known simply 
as Lhasa, she was born in the 
early ’70s and raised on the 
road by a Mexican father and 
an American mother. She 
lived all across the U.S. and 
Mexico before settling in 
Montréal in 1991. There she 
met jazz musician Yves 
Desrosiers, and they got 
together with bassist Mario 
Légare to write La Llorona. 
Rootsworld also speaks 
highly of her: “a strange and 
unusual singer she is, part 


hippie-blues singer, part Edith 


Piaf, and, with her arranger 
and musical partner, Yves 
Desrosiers, she has developed 


into a smoky, murky version of 
Tom Waits (see Bone Machine) 


as Mexican jazz diva.” 

Appearing with Lhasa are 
Yves Desrosiers on guitar, 
Francois Lalonde on drums, 
Mario Legare on bass, and 
Didier Dumoutier on 
accordian. SA 
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The Lonesome River Band 
brings a contemporary sound 
to traditional bluegrass music. 
Exceptional songwriting from 
lead singer and bass player 
Ronnie Bowman coupled with 
his vocal and instrumental 
prowess characterize the 
group’s abilities. The past five 
years have brought the band 
nearly unrivalled success in 
the bluegrass music industry, 
owing greatly to the leadership 
of Bowman and Sammy 
Shelor, awarded the 1995 
International Bluegrass Music 
Association (IBMA) male 
vocalist and banjo player of 
the year, respectively. Sammy 
Shelor was again recognized 
for his outstanding talent 
when named 1996 IBMA banjo 





player of the year. The 
additions of mandolin player 
and tenor singer Don Rigsby, 
and national flat-picking 
guitar champion Kenny Smith 
effectively complete the lineup. 

Tight vocal harmonies and 
instrumental virtuosity have 
allowed the Lonesome River 
Band to produce critically- 
acclaimed recordings 
rendering them a virtual 
benchmark in bluegrass and 
acoustic music. The 1992 
release Carrying the Tradition 
debuted at the number one 
position on the “Bluegrass 
Unlimited” album chart and 
was named IBMA album of 
the year. Remaining in the 
position for five months, the 
album was only challenged by 
its successor, Old Country 
Town, which in turn occupied 
the position for six months. 
On the heels of this 
phenomenal success was the 
release of Bowman’s solo 
project, Cold Virginia Night, 
which in comparable fashion 
took the number one spot. 
This recording, ultimately 
named 1995 IBMA album of 
the year, featured combined 
efforts from members of the 
Lonesome River Band as well 
as guest appearances by such 
notable artists as Tony Rice, Del 
McCoury and Alison Krauss.

“I believe that spirituality is 
more important than politics 
and material things. When 
you create a work you must do 
it not for yourself but for 
every human being.”

(and the entire world), with 
topics ranging from global 
unity and care for the 
environment to the decreased 
value of West African 
currency. He has released two 
albums, Firin’ In Fouta (1995) 
and the recently released 
Nomad Soul. As a special 
addition to his latest album, 
Baaba enlists the help of a 
wealth of guests, including

Luciano, Sinead O’Connor’s 
back-up singers The 
Screaming Orphans, and 
trumpet player Jon Hassell. 
Baaba’s home lies in the 
tiny northern villages of 
Senegal, and the Fulani 
musical tradition. Yet Baaba 
has experienced and 
incorporated aspects of 
countless cultures into his 


music. In addition to the 
many native African musical 
influences in his music, he 
adds elements of Cuban, 
funk, rap, reggae and House 
rhythms. 

This combination, along 
with Baaba Maal’s natural 
stage presence, makes for an 
infectious sound, a renewed 
social conscience and a 
remarkable show. He can 
move from a fast-paced, high- 
energy rhythmic dance to a 
melancholy song about the 
plight of the African people. 

Baaba’s band members 
include Mansour Seck, Bayo 
Oumar Ndiaye, Massamba 
Diop, Alioyne Diouf, Tonia Lo, 
Assane Cisse, Hilaire Hary 
Chaby, Kauding Cissoko, 
Diagne Mabeye, El Hadji 
Niang, Bahkane Seck and 
Ndongo Mbaya.

Celso Machado was born into 
a home life he describes as 
one of constant jam sessions. 
He’s one of five musical 
brothers from the Brazilian 
town of Ribeirao Preto. Dad 
played guitar, Mom danced 
rhythm and the boys 
grabbed—whatever. Celso was 
born in 1953 and began 
playing in batucadas (walking 
street bands) at the age of 
seven. 

Since then, he’s grown into 
a one-person orchestra, 
performing on a variety of 
stringed and percussion 
instruments. Strange, exotic 
instruments also inhabit his 
Vancouver home—from the 
cavaquinho (a kind of 
Portuguese ukele) to the two- 
stringed dutar from 
Kazakhstan and the Moroccan 
sentir (a cross between a banjo 
and a lute, with a camel-skin 
sounding board and three 
strings of camel gut). 

Celso’s collection of 
instruments reflects the 
diversity of his repertoire. 
He’s a solo performer known 
as a virtuoso guitarist, and he 
explores the music of 
numerous continents, 
through Italy to Egypt and 
Brazil. SA

Ashley MacIsaac and 
the Kitchen Devils 


Ashley Maclsaac has become 
far more than a “regional 
phenomenon.” In fact, since 
he launched himself from 
Cape Breton, assumptions 
about the island’s music have 
changed, and it’s safe to 
assume that the island has 
changed, as well. 

Ashley picked up the fiddle 
when he was eight—in the 
town of Creignish in Inverness 
County, and he’s been steeped 
in the Cape Breton tradition 
ever since. 

And, although his “Hi, 
How Are You Today?” sounds 
anything but traditional, he 
maintains that his style is true 
to the island’s music, which 
dates back to the 17" century 
Scottish highlands. 

“T still play the fiddle the 
same way whether I’m playing 
with a band or at a square 
dance,” he says, adding “it’s 
only the arrangements on 
top” that deviate from Cape 
Breton’s cherished musical 
tenets. 

Okay, but his home page 
reveals an approach to life 
which is anything but 
traditional. Check out

Thomas Mapfumo and 
the Blacks Unlimited 


Two main influences made 
Thomas Mapfumo the 
musician and international 
performer he is today. The 
first was a musical tradition 
passed down through the 
Shona people of Zimbabwe 
and experienced in his own 
family. His mother was a 
talented musician, and his 
grandparents would hold all- 
night parties featuring 
traditional instruments such 
as the drums and mbiras 
(thumb pianos). To the Shona 
people, their music has always 
embodied the spirit of their 
ancestors and has always told 
a story. 

It was this music and 
spirituality which inspired 
Mapfumo to develop his 
unique and most African of 
music styles: Chimurenga 
music. Before that he had 
sung and played rock’n’roll,

soul, pop, blues and jazz, with 
bands such as the Cosmic 
Four Dots, the Springfields, 
the Hallelujah Chicken Run 
Band, the Acid Band and the 
Blacks Unlimited. 

The second important 
influence on Mapfumo was 
the repressive colonial regime 
which had occupied his 
homeland, then called 
Rhodesia, for over 100 years. 
Living in this setting inspired 
him to write lyrics about the 
social and political ills in his 
country. These were coming 
to a head when Mapfumo was 
arrested and his music was 
banned. Finally, after a long 
struggle, Zimbabwe became 
independent on April 18, 1980. 

Soon after, Mapfumo 
began touring and quickly 
became a major international 
star, as well as Zimbabwe’s 
most popular musician. His 
current release is Chimurenga: 


African Spirit Music. 
Members of the Blacks 
Unlimited are: bass guitarist 
Allan Mwale, percussionists 

Lancelot Kashesha and 
Samson Mukanga, mbira 
players Bezil Makombe and 
Chakaipa Mhembere, 
guitarists B Aure and Joshua 
Dube, and singer Tendai 
Susan Ruzvidzo.

For some time now, Terry 
McDade and his family have 
been the city’s Celtic studio 
band, and this past year they 
felt it was time to “take that 
extra step.”

Japanese styles and tunes. It 


also features a pack of multi- 
talented McDades, each with 
incredibly rich and varied 
musical backgrounds. 

Terry, the main McDade, 
has been both a studio 
musician and a teacher. Over 
the years, he has taught local 
talents such as Luann Kowalek, 
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The McDades 


Clayton Sample from the 
Rockin’ Highliners, and Mike 
Rud, who wrote the song 
“Recovery” on the album. His 
instrument is the Celtic harp, 
one with a background 
thousands of years old. With 
Harpe Danse, McDade wanted 


to take the music back to their 


roots to show that world beat 
music has been around for 
thousands of years and 
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certainly isn’t anything new. 
As a result there is a real sense 
of joy underlining this album, 
but that’s also because Terry 
got to play with his kids. 

Joining Terry on fiddle is 
Shannon Johnson, producer; 
on bass is Solon McDade, well- 
known in the blues and folk 
scene; on whistles, Irish flute 
and sax is Jeremiah McDade; 
and Dwayne Hrynkiw adds his 
experience in world beat 
percussion. LG

Mike McDonald has been 
described as an entertainer 
who has “staked out a place 
somewhere between the roar 
of punk and the twang of 
country” (Globe and Mail). He’s 
also been “keeping alive the 
flame of real Alberta roots 
music for over two decades.” 
In his early years it was with 
punk bands such as Joey Did, 


the Necrophiliacs and the 
Malibu Kens that McDonald 
began to earn his reputation. 
Then there were years of 
touring and recording with 
Jr. Gone Wild. That period’s 
compared to the Michael 
Turner story of a fictitious 
punk band touring Canada— 
it was turned into the movie 
Hardcore Logo. In the movie, 
the highway leading into 
Edmonton is even called the

Julie and Buddy Miller met in 
a band called, appropriately 
enough, Partners in Crime. It 
was this stint in Austin in 1976 
that brought together these 
two giant talents in the folk- 
country scene. Now centred 
in Nashville, they have created 
a niche for themselves within 
that city and have been 
making stellar music with 
their friends and each other 
for HighTone Records. 
Buddy, an unassuming 
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Buddy Miller 


singer-songwriter and 
guitarist, is suddenly one of 
the most sought after talents 
in or out of Nashville. Three 
songs on his debut 1995 CD, 
Your Love and Other Lies, were 
covered by other artists, 
including Brooks and Dunn, 
and Steve Earle called it “the 
country album of the decade.” 
No stranger to Edmonton, 
Buddy played in our city with 
Emmylou Harris two years ago 
when he was a member of her 
band, Spyboy. Recently, Buddy 
became a pivotal member of 
Steve Earle’s touring 
entourage, and Buddy and 
Julie were back here to open 
for Steve when he played the 
Winspear in March this year. 


Buddy began his musical 
career about three decades 
ago, and played everything 
from bluegrass to psychedelic 
rock. He migrated to San 
Francisco, Seattle, New York, 
Austin, Los Angeles and 
finally Nashville to further 
develop his diverse 
musicianship. In 1996 and ’97, 
Buddy toured with Emmylou 
Harris both as a member of 
her band and later as an 
opening act. His most recent 
album, Poison Love, is deemed 
as excellence in the world of 
classic hard country music. 

Julie Miller made her 
professional singing debut at 
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the age of 16. People like 
Jerry Jeff Walker, Muddy 
Waters, Emmylou Harris and 
Gram Parsons heavily 
influenced her to enter the 
business. After she met Buddy 
and they settled in Nashville 
in 1993, the two helped each 
other out—Julie singing on 
Buddy’s Your Love and Other 
Lies, and Buddy playing on 
and co-producing Julie’s Blue 
Pony. Her voice has a worldly 
innocence and a sensitive 
honesty that almost defies 
description, and her lyrics are 
both touching and eye- 
opening. LG

The Mountain Song is a group 
of First Nations performers 
who combine contemporary 
music with traditional Native 
dances and songs in a unique, 
theatrical style. 

The group’s goal is to

awareness by entertaining and 
educating. Each member 
performs a number of roles, 
from flutist, percussionist and 
guitarist, to singer, dancer and 
storyteller. 

While the shows are 
intended for all ages, one 
priority is to “instill pride in 
young people of the 
importance of maintaining 
and keeping respect for the 
their heritage, no matter what 
their ethnic background.” 
The Mountain Song draws its 
inspiration from Native 
traditions and uses the rich 
cultural history of stories, 
songs, dances and heroes. 

The group comprises 
Trevor Prairie Chicken and 





reinvented) the oeuvre of

Putting Maria Muldaur on 
stage with Festival House 
Band leader Amos Garrett 
makes sense. In fact, it makes 
a lot of sense if you saw them 
play together when she was 
touring to support Midnight At 
the Oasis in 1974. 

This album made Muldaur 
a household name in the ’70s 
as she reintroduced (or 
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Muzsikas and Marta Sebestyén

Together Muzsikas and Marta 
Sebestyén have made it their 
cause to reclaim traditional 
Hungarian folk music, which 
disappeared through the 
dislocation and repression of 
the Second World War and 
the restrictive regimes that 
followed. Their search led 
them to the legendary district 
of Transylvania—which is to 
Hungary what the Deep South 
is to America—where they 
took great pains to learn, in 
its pure form, the music they 
found. 

Muzsikas and Marta now 
base their music repertoire on 
the haunting melodies and 
dances they discovered, and 
the popularity of Muzsikas’ 
two recent albums, Maramos— 
the Lost Jewish Music of 
Transylvania (1993) and 
Morning Star (1997), clearly 
demonstrates that the public 
is begging for the genuine 
article. 

Marta Sebestyén, with “one 
of those voices that sounds 
centuries old on a haunting 
love-stricken ballad” (Q 
Magazine), may be most widely 
known as the voice of The 
English Patient, though she was 
actually discovered long 
before that. At the age of 12, 
she received a prize for folk 
singing from the great 
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Hungarian 
composer and 
music educator 
Zoltan Kodaly. 

Muzsikas has 
also had a long 
career, most of 
the members 
starting as part of 
a dance troupe in 
the early ’70s. 
Even now, the 
group often 
travel with a duo 
of dancers, 
Zoltan Farkas and 
Ildiko Toth. Mihaly Sipos 
plays the lead violin, and 
Laszlo Porteleki, second 
fiddle. Daniel Hamar plays 
bass, hammer dulcimer and 
hit-garden (a cross between a 
cello and a drum). Violist 
Peter Eri completes the line- 
up. AK 


Nomos 


OK, first things first...what 
exactly does “Nomos” mean? 
Good question. Niall Vallely, 
the band’s concertina player 
and one of Nomos’ founding 
members, heard that it was 
the Greek word for both 
melody and nomadism, and 
both meanings make perfect 
sense, given what they are 
doing with their music. 


Nomos started in 1990 in 
Cork, Ireland, where Niall, 
Frank Torpey and Liz Doherty 
were students at the 
University College. From the 
beginning, their style has 
centred around technical 
expertise and mastery over 
their instruments within Irish 
traditional music. In addition 
to that—and this is where the 
nomadism thing comes in— 
Nomos takes songs that are 
hundreds of years old and 
moves them into today. The 
group applies modern 
techniques to ancient songs, 
and at the same time 
preserves the magic that 
makes Irish traditional music 
so resilient. In addition to 
Niall on concertina (the 
younger sibling of the 
accordion), Vince Milne (who 
later replaced Liz Doherty) on 
fiddle, and Frank Torpey on 
bodhran, Gerry McKee adds 
the mandocello and Eoin 
Coughlin lends guitar, bass 
and his flexible voice, not to 
mention his natural 
songwriting abilities, to round 
out an incredibly talented 
pack of musicians. 

The other thing that 
attracted attention to this 
band is its high speed and 
even higher precision. Nomos 
stirs up its fair share of energy,

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so get ready to move! Be ita 
ballad or a rousing dance 
tune, the joy these five 
musicians take in their music 
can be heard consistently in 
everything they play. LG 


Joan Osborne 


Her bio clips describe her in a 
couple of ways: “gritty soul 
shouter on the New York club 
circuit,” and as having an 
“emotionally bottomless blues 
wail that colors nearly every 
word she sings.” 

Joan Osborne paid her 
dues on the New York club 
circuit, and her material 
reflects the influences of Etta 
James, Otis Redding, Tina 
Turner and Aretha, among

others. The Early Recordings 
album of two years ago 
contains much of her material 
from that period (prior to the 
mega-successful Relish). 

Where you come from 
means a lot, and Osborne’s 
comments about her New 
York roots and first recordings 
are revealing. “Because I was 
singing in bars at the time, I 
certainly was very influenced 
and steeped in the blues,” she 
says. “I was really into those 
rougher textures.” 

So, when Osborne is on 
stage, look for a seasoned 
performer who writes most of 
her own material. Her band 
members include Erik Della 
Penna, Jack Petruzelli and 
Rick Marrotta. SA 


Dan Penn and 
Spooner Oldham 


Not everyone knows Dan 
Penn, but almost everyone 
knows his music. Dan has 
been writing for decades and 
is nothing short of a driving 
force in the Southern soul 
sound. He is the man behind 
such staple soul songs as “Do 
Right Woman,” “Dark End of 
the Street,” “Take Me (As I 
Am)” and “You Left the Water 
Running.” 

He wrote his first song at 
the age of 14, a piece called 
“Is a Bluebird Blue?” It 
became a hit for Conway 
Twitty, and Dan hasn’t looked 
back since. His demos of the 
songs he’s written for other 
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artists are legendary, and his 
1973 album Nobody's Fool was 
an instant collectors item. His 
strength of purpose is hugely 
admired by fellow performers; 
he’s worked with artists like 
Janis Joplin, Aretha Franklin, 
the Bobby “Blue” Band, Otis 
Redding and Spooner 
Oldham. 

Dan and Spooner have 
been songwriting partners for 
30 years and are finally taking 
their pared down duo on the 
road. They were prompted to 
perform and record together 
after appearing at the /n Their 
Own Words songwriter series at 
the Bottom Line in New York 
in 1991. It became the 
inspiration for their album Do 
Right Man. In it we hear soul 
classics in the performers’ 
own words, as well as newly- 
composed pieces that are 
soon to be classics. 

Spooner has played 
keyboards for Joe Cocker, Bob 
Dylan and Neil Young, to 
name a few. As well, he helped 
put both Muscle Shoals Sound 
and Memphis on the ’60s soul 
map. 

It is between these long- 
time songwriting partners that 
an interesting perspective lies. 
This weekend as they perform 
together, we’ll see and hear 
the expertise of two veteran 
musicians, the breadth of two 
writers and the emotional 
honesty of two artists. LG 


The Mike Plume Band 


June this year was more than 
exciting for a local band just 
now “discovered” south of the 
49th parallel. 

Edmonton’s own The Mike 
Plume Band is “pumped” 
about having just signed a 
deal with the same Nashville- 
based company that has 
guided the career of 
Emmylou Harris for years. 
And this news was announced 
only a week after the Alberta 
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The Mike Plume Band 


Recording Industries 
Association gave the band five 
awards, including song and 
music video of the year for 
Rattle the Cage, and also pop/ 
light rock artist of the year. 

The band isn’t in a rush to 
cut its style in stone. Says 
Plume, “When we get to the 
point when a big label says, 
‘What are you guys going to 
be?,’ then we’ll have to make 
a choice.” 

In the meantime, Plume 
likes the idea that the band 
has something for everyone. 
In live performances, whether 
it’s lock-down rhythm or 
acoustic songs you want, it’s 
there. Plume’s recordings 
show the same variety with a 
vengeance. The band’s newest 
album, Song & Dance, Man, is 
a bit gritty and on the rock 
side, while the previous 
album, Simplify, recorded in 
one afternoon, is acoustic. 

But that’s not all. In 1996, 
there was Jump Back Kerouac, 
described as a stripped-down 
rock and roll album inspired 
by asphalt, and, in 1993, Songs 
From a Northern Town, was a 
study in isolation which 
Plume put together after his 
mother died. 

Plume lists among his 
major influences John Hiatt, 
John Prine, Lyle Lovett, Steve 
Earle, The Wallflowers, author 
Jack Kerouac, the movie The 
Last Picture Show (from the 





Larry McMurtry novel) and 
the Alberta town of 
Bonnyville. Wouldn’t you 
know it—the rest of the guys 
in the band also spent time in 
Bonnyville! They are 
drummer Ernie Basiliadis, 
bassist Derek Mazurek and 
lead guitarist Dave Klym. AK 


Wyckham Porteous 


Most people who know the 
name Wyckham Porteous 
have probably heard it 
equated with the likes of Tom 
Waits and Bob Dylan. That 
comparison, although valid 
and infinitely flattering, is 
changing. With the release of 
his latest album, /n This World, 
we see an experimental 
Porteous, one that expertly 
tries out new sounds, 
instruments and vocal 
qualities. To his trademark 
deep and gravelly vocal style, 
he adds inventive sounds— 
unlikely instruments such as 
Tibetan bells, harmoniums 
and toy pianos. As Porteous 
says: “Most people, when they 
actually realize they can be 
creative and can forget the 
stuff they regularly do, 
respond in an amazing way, 
and that was certainly the case 
for me.” 

Wyckham’s last album, 
Looking for Ground, was a 
milestone in the Victoria-born 


musician’s career. Released in 
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1995, it received rave reviews 
in Canada, the United States 
and a number of European 
countries, and was hailed as a 
“rock roots masterpiece” by 
Associated Press. It was also 
named best roots traditional 
album at the 1996 Pacific 
Music Industry Association’s 
annual West Coast Music 
Awards. 

In the first decade of 
Wyckham’s career, he 
explored the comfortable and 
well-broken-in folk and rock 
realm, and he managed to do 
it with a unique style, a 
distinctive voice and a natural 
story-telling soul. Now he has 
moved away from the easy 
sound his fans have known to 
a style his fans and even 
strangers, will inevitably love. 
Joining Wickham on 
acoustic/electric bass is Myk 
Gordon and Rob Becker on 
acoustic/electric guitar. LG 


Duke Robillard 


Duke Robillard used to be a 
guitarist’s guitarist—a treasure 
and a secret to be kept by the 
brothers and sisters of the six- 
string. But that’s changed. 

It’s not that Robillard’s lost 
his virtuosic command. In 
fact, on his new album, 
Dangerous Places (Pointblank), 
his guitar points to nearly 
every spot on the stylistic 
compass of popular African 
American roots music. 

What’s different now is that 
Robillard’s not just playing for 
guitarists anymore. His two 
previous CDs, stoked by the 
big-label clout of Pointblank/ 
Virgin Records and 
subsequent touring, have 
earned the 40-something 
native Rhode Islander a 
swelling international 
following after 30 years in the 
trenches. And those ranks 
grew even more with the 
release of Bob Dylan’s next 
Daniel Lanois-produced 
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Duke Robillard 


album, which features 
Robillard’s stringing. 

“I grew up playing the roots 
of rock’n’roll, then discovered 
R&B and jazz,” says Duke, 
“and I like to touch on all of 
those, because musically that’s 
who I am. It’s all American 
music, and it stems from the 
blues.” And, no matter what 
the flavor, it’s all Duke’s blues. 

Duke Robillard on guitar, 
Martin Richards on drums, 
Dennis Taylor on sax, Doug 
James on baritone and tenor, 
and John Packer on bass, 
make up the band. Cw 





Don Ross 


Don Ross 


Guitarists will be hauling their 
sleeping bags into the line-up 
to get a front row seat for Don 
Ross. It’s been 10 years since 
he became the first Canadian 
to win the U.S. National 





Fingerstyle Championship, 
and he hasn’t rested on his 
laurels. 

His playing has been 
mentioned in the same 
paragraphs as that of John 
Fahey, Leo Kottke and 
Michael Hedges, but his 
formative years were in high 
school punk and rock bands. 
In time he left that behind 
and basically taught himself to 
play well enough to get into 
York University’s music 
program. 

Since graduating, he’s 
released four albums, most 
recently This Dragon Won't 
Sleep, and toured extensively. 
He’s been to Japan and has 
gathered a following in the 
U.S., as well as at the 
Montreux Jazz Festival. 

But don’t try to pin down 
his style, because he’s also 
been featured with a 
symphony orchestra as well as 
at most of Canada’s folk 
festivals. So, air out the 
sleeping bag and watch for 
the workshops. SA 


Yan Kuba Saho 


Yan Kuba Saho, a Mandinka 
griot (that is, a praise singer) 
and Daniel Janke, a Canadian 
composer and producer (that 
is, he twiddles knobs, eh?) are 
combining their vast musical 
knowledge at the Edmonton 
Folk Music Festival this year.

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The focal point of their 
performance, the kora, is a 
stringed, gourded instrument 
comparable to a lute. It has 
been used by griots in West 
Africa (including Gambia, 
where Yan Kuba Saho hails 
from) for centuries. Yan 
himself has been playing since 
he was 10 years old, when he 
studied the traditional 
nomadic way of the Mandinka

griot. Since then, he has 
become a teacher, a highly 
respected musician and a 
community treasure, as well as 
a touring act. He has performed 
in Europe, the United States 
and Canada, and his first CD 
has just been released on the 
U.S. Music of the World 
label’s Latitude series. 

Appearing with Yan Kuba 
Saho is Daniel Janke, who 
splits his time between 
Whitehorse and Toronto. He 
composes music for films, 
produces albums and has just 
released his own, entitled In A 
Room. Here, he weaves 
elements of blues, jazz, folk 
and African rhythms into an 
interpretive, innovative style. 
He learned how to play kora 
from Yan Kuba Saho, as well 
as from the late Jali Nyama 
Suso. In turn, Daniel 
produced the recordings for 
Saho’s CD release. LG 





Martin Sexton 


Martin Sexton 


Spontaneity is the name of 
Martin Sexton’s game. He 
works without set lists, and he 
can improvise from a plethora 
(that’s right, I said “plethora”) 
of vocal styles. At one moment 
he’s a growling bluesman; the 
next moment he’s yodelling. 
And then he’s singing in a 
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Silk Road 


blistering falsetto, or doing a 
mean imitation of Billie 
Holiday. With a singer- 
songwriter and guitarist whose 
early vocal influences were 
Stevie Wonder, Willie Dixon 
and Howlin’ Wolf, and who 
often draws comparisons to 
Van Morrison and Al Green, 
you know the result will be 
something pretty spectacular. 

And spectacular he is. 
Sexton has gone from busking 
in the subway stations of 
Boston to sharing the stage 
with the likes of John Hiatt, 
Jackson Browne, Art 
Garfunkle and Stephen Stills. 
He’s won four Boston Music 
Awards for outstanding male 
vocalist and outstanding male 
songwriter, as well as the 
National Academy of 
Songwriter’s artist of the year 
award, in 1994. He’s released 
two albums, Black Sheep (1996) 
and In the Journey (1992), a 
self-released project that sold 
20,000 copies from concert 
sales alone. And, with his new 
album set for release, we’re 
lucky enough to have him at 
our festival for the second 
time. 

Martin’s music is a blend of 
everything from gospel to pop 
to soul, and, like the late Ted 


Hawkins, who was also a major 


influence, he brings the 
acoustic guitar into his R&B 
style. LG 


Silk Road 


One of the remarkable things 
about folk music is that it 
comes from anywhere that 
music has evolved as the voice 
of a people. In Silk Road, 
Shirley Yuan, Zhi Min Yu and 
Qui Xia He celebrate the 
traditional music of China. 
The group’s raison d’étre is to 
develop and preserve Chinese 
music, period. Its Eastern 
influence incorporates several 
traditional Chinese 
instruments: the pipa 
(Chinese lute), the erhu 
(Chinese violin) and the ruan 
(Chinese guitar). 

Though a multicultural 
synthesis wasn’t part of the 
original plan when the group 
formed in 1991, Silk Road has 
done far more than retain its 
Chinese core. It has expanded 
in scope to include samplings 
of musical varieties found in 
Canada and developed some 
surprising blends with 
Western performance 
techniques and Brazilian, 
Celtic and jazz music. 


Featured on the group’s 
recent recording, Endless, are 
Brazilian jazz guitarist Celso 
Machado, jazz bassist Rene 
Worst and Irish multi- 
instrumentalist Loretto Reid. 
The special guest dizi 
(Chinese flute) player is Chai- 
Man Cheng. In all, Silk Road 
vividly demonstrates that 
music is the international 
language. AK 


Martin Simpson 


Since appearing at the festival 
in 1996, Martin Simpson has 
garnered more accolades— 
the most significant being the 
selection of Cool & Unusual 
for the Number 10 slot on Folk 
Roots list of top albums of ’97. 
Regardless of who finished 
where, Simpson is continuing 
his mission to provide a new 
perspective on the origins of a 
variety of types of folk music. 
“For years people would tell 
me, ‘You should make up your 
mind what you want to play; 
you can’t play all these kinds 
of music,” he says. “The 
whole idea for this album was 
to explore the relationship 
between English, Irish, 
Scottish and African- 
American music, because 
where those all come together 
is the essence of American 
traditional, old-timey music.”

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Given his well-documented 
guitar virtuosity, Simpson has 
the ability and the breadth of 
experience to shed a special 
kind of light on what has 
become so broadly-termed 
“folk music.” SA

Edmonton singer and 
songwriter Chris Smith has 
paid his dues, both as a guitar 
player and as a frontman, and 
he’s finding himself shoulder 


to shoulder with many of his 
old friends at this year’s 
festival.

It’s interesting to note that 
when Smith was getting 
started he expected 
songwriting to be “a sideline 
to his guitar playing.” Then 
words began getting under his 
skin, and now he’s known for 
writing songs that have a 
depth of meaning and 
imagery as much as he’s 
known for his guitar playing, 
which is “aggressive, but with 
a keen sense of melody.” As 
Culture Shock once said, 
“Smith’s songs are his 
observations on life. The style 
is folksy but with an edge ...” 

These days, Smith is 
playing and singing solo, for 
the most part, going back to 
where he began. He speaks of 
the solo player’s need to 
establish a relationship with 
the audience. “It’s a little like 
being a high wire act with no 
net,” he says. “The thrill of the 
height is as great as the 
distance to fall.” AK

The man bent over his guitar, 
A shearsman of sorts. The day was green. 


They said, “You have a blue guitar, 
You do not play things as they are.” 


The man replied, “Things as they are 
Are changed upon the blue guitar.” 


And they said then, “But play, you must, 
A tune beyond us, yet ourselves, 


A tune upon the blue guitar 
Of things exactly as they are.” 


With only a nudge from an 
uncle, Chris Smither started 
playing music as a kid growing 
up in Crescent City in the late 
1950s. “Uncle Howard gave 
me a ukulele. He showed me 
that if you knew two chords, 
you could play a lot of the 
songs you heard on the radio. 
And if you knew three chords, 
you could pretty much rule 
the world.” 

With his rhythm and 
percussive-style guitar playing, 
Chris is etching a deep 
impression in the world of 
American roots music, playing 
mostly on the “sweet side of 
the blues” (Utne Reader). 
Carefully crafting his songs 
and style, he’s a “one man 
band to the bone,“ just like he 
says in his song “Help Me 
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Chris Smither 


Now’ on his latest recording, 
Small Revelations. 

After spending his teenage 
years woodshedding to 
perfect his craft, then winning 
a battle of the bands, Chris 
went in search of a place 
where he could develop a 
career playing his guitar. 
“There’s a certain amount of 
hipness, rightly or wrongly, 
associated with New Orleans,” 
he comments, “but at that 
time I was a big fish in the 
little pond of New Orleans’ 
folk music.” 

In the mid-’60s, Chris 
headed to Boston, his home 
ever since, where acoustic 
music was flourishing in 
streets, coffeehouses and 
homes, and it was there that 
Chris met Bonnie Raitt (who 
refers to Chris as “my Eric 
Clapton”) when they lived in 
the same neighborhood, and 
they’ve been close friends 
ever since. 

Soon he was playing 
regular gigs on the northeast 
music circuit. After recording 
two successful albums in the 
early ’70s, and a third that fell 
through the cracks in a 
corporate restructuring, Chris 
underwent a bit of a lapse 
until 1985 when he returned 
to the studio to produce /t 
Ain't Easy. And by the early 
’*90s Chris was back at it, 
writing and recording his 
music and touring the U.S., 
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Canada and Europe. 

His 1991 live album, 
Another Way to Find You, was 
followed by Happier Blue, 
which received the National 
Association of Independent 
Record Distributors award as 
the best folk recording of 
1993, and was the first of his 
albums to hit the Triple-A 
radio charts. His 1995 release 
Up on the Lowdown rode the 
crest of the newly formed 
Americana wave, an 
alternative country radio 
format in the South that plays 
a more sincere adult music to 
an audience often forgotten 
in the big business world of 
pop music. 

Though the seed was 
planted in his youth, it wasn’t 
until 1989 that Chris Smither 
became “the man with the 
blue guitar.” It wasn’t until his 
guitar—an old Epiphone, 
which he’d been playing for 
25 years—was close to 
“toothpicks” that he ventured 
to look for another. What he 
found was a blue—bright 
blue—Alvarez guitar. “I was 
crazy about Wallace Stevens’ 
poem called “The Man with 
the Blue Guitar.” That guitar 
“spoke to me immediately 
because it was blue.” LC 


Bob Snider 


Bob Snider is sure to be the 
most eccentric, easy-going act 
at the entire festival—no easy

feat! Here’s how he describes 
his job: “I just have to go sit 
on stage for 45 minutes then 
— coffee break. On a big 
night I put in another 45 
minutes then another coffee 
break.” 

Everybody loves Bob. 
Literally. Fans and fellow 
musicians have continually 
supported him from the 
beginning of his career, and 
word of mouth continues to 
be a major way of gaining 
listeners. He was discovered 
by local musicians in Toronto 
in the late ’80s and has since 
opened for Blue Rodeo and 
Moxy Frivous, “fronted” the 
band Superfriendz, stage- 
dived while singing with 
hHead, not to mention the 
1996 release of Poetreason, a 
CD featuring Bob’s songs as 
performed by various 
Canadian musicians. 

Speaking of Bob’s songs, 
you can’t help but be 
enthralled by them. His style 
oozes familiarity, but each 
song grasps your attention 
whether you’re hearing it for 
the first or the eighty-first 
time. He has released two 
independent cassettes and 
three albums with EMI in the 
past 12 years. He’s performed 
countless times on college 
radio and CBC affiliates across 
Canada, not to mention being 
featured on Morningside, 
Gabereau and Definitely not the 
Opera. He’s toured the 
continent and appeared in 
many theatres and clubs, and 
on festival stages. Not bad for 
a guy who started out busking 
the streets of Toronto. 

A guy once came up to Bob 
after a show and said, “You’re 
the black-sheep-of-the-family- 
uncle I never had.” That 
was his favorite moment as a 


performer. LG 
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Spirit of the West 


Although based in Vancouver, 
Spirit of the West went far 
afield to record Weights & 
Measures, its fifth Warner 
release. Off to the green 
pastures of Devon, UK, the 
four-piece group spent the 
spring of ’97 at Presshouse 
Studio, near Exeter. The 
change of scenery was 
beneficial ... without a doubt 
it’s the group’s most 
adventurous and satisfying 
album yet. Spirit of the West 
has captured the mood and 
flavor of its travels on this 
newest collection. From heart- 
rending traditional Celtic 
tunes to blistering motifs 
reminiscent of the Far East, 
this album sounds worldly. 

Formed as a folk trio in 
1983, Spirit of the West has 
certainly been through a few 
changes. But founders 
Geoffrey Kelly and John 
Mann have continued to pen 
songs that move heart and 
mind, while bandmates Hugh 
McMillan and Vince Ditrich 
have grown ever more dextrous 
in adapting and interpreting 
the compositions. 

Their songs, topical and 
provocative, still retain the 
pop sensibility which has 
always been a feature of Spirit 
of the West. Challenging yet 
appealing, passionate yet 
thoughtful, the group’s 
material wears well. Grooves 
slink and glide, melodies 
dance about imaginatively, 
and the lyrics display more 
facets than cut crystal. CW 


Mark Sterling Band 


Anyone who caught last year’s 
Sunday “Porch Songs” 
workshop with Mose Allison, 
Willie P. Bennett, Colin James 
and Colin Linden should also 
remember Mark Sterling 
playing harmonica and dobro. 
He held his own in some 
pretty strong company and

with a higher profile. 

Mark is a local boy, and at 
the time he’d been back for 
over a year after spending 
three years in Toronto with 
Hemingway Corner. That 
Sunday afternoon workshop 
was his first live appearance in 
a year; since then Sterling has 
been a regular performer on 
the local scene. 

Local blues adherents have 
been catching him at the Full 
Moon Folk Club, the Sidetrack 
and the Power Plant, but he’s 
also opened shows across the 
country for Jann Arden. 

In addition, he’s put outa 
self-titled album that’s 
received a favorable 
response—particularly on 
CKUA. And he’s also teamed 
up with Mike Lent on bass, 
Calvin Vollrath on fiddle, and

Sweet Honey 
in the Rock 


Sweet Honey is a Grammy- 
award-winning a cappella 
ensemble with deep roots in 
the sacred music of the black 
church—spirituals, hymns, 
gospel—as well as in jazz and 
blues. The Sweet Honey 
experience is like no other. 
Five African American women 
join their powerful voices, 
along with hand percussion 
instruments, to create a blend 
of lyrics, rhythm, movement 
and narrative that relates 
history, points the finger at 
justice, encourages activism 
and sings the praises of love. 
The music of Sweet Honey 
speaks out against oppression 
and exploitation of every kind. 

The members of Sweet 
Honey In The Rock are 
committed to evolving 
individually and collectively as 
musicians, composers, 
arrangers, singers and 
storytellers. While open to 
collaborations and exploring 
new ways of communicating 
with their audiences, they are 
dedicated to preserving and 
celebrating African American 
culture and singing traditions. 
Based in Washington, D.C., 
their roots are in a vocal 
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Sweet Honey in the Rock 


workshop founded by Bernice 
Johnson Reagon (Professor of 
History at The American 
University and Curator 
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Besides Reagon, the 
members of Sweet Honey are: 
Ysaye Maria Barnwell, Nitanju 
Bolade Casel, Aisha Kahlil, 
Carol Maillard and sign 
language interpreter Shirley 
Childress Johnson. Although 
a live concert performance is 
the premier Sweet Honey in 
the Rock experience, this 
group has a serious recording 
output, with more than 14 
releases to their credit, 
beginning with Sweet Honey in 
the Rock (Flying Fish, 1976). 
The quintet, whose words are 
simultaneously interpreted in 
uniquely expressive American 
sign language, demands a just 
and humane world for all. Cw

Have you ever heard of 
Euskadi? If not, you’re not 
alone. It is a region in 
Europe, and the name is 
unfamiliar even to those living 
Just outside its borders. The 
Basque culture originates 
from this region, and Tapia 
eta Leturia is a duo that is 
determined to give North 
America a more insightful 
look into their Basque origins. 
Their music is trikitixa—not 
Spanish, not Celtic, but 
Euskal—and even though you 
can hear traces of the others 
throughout, it definitely 
possesses its own character. 
Trikitixa, a two-row melodeon, 
is also the main instrument 
contributing to the Basque 
musical style. It’s the 
instrument that Joseba Tapia 
plays in this energetic and 
impressive duo. Tapia’s been 
called one of the most highly 
acclaimed accordionists of 
Euskadi, and he is certainly 
one of the giants in his field. 
(He has even been credited 
with bringing the tradition of 
the trikitixa back to the 
Basque country.) Folk Roots 
calls Tapia “One of the 
most innovative trikitilari 
[players]... He plays with style 
and syncopated kick.”

Xabier Leturia rounds out 
the duo with his unbelievable 
pandero (tambourine) talent. 
It may be hard to believe, but 
this man can make more music 
with a tambourine than most 
can make with a full drum kit. 

With these two seemingly 
small instruments, Tapia eta 
Leturia create a huge, 
energetic sound. From wild 
fandangos to Argentine 
tangos, from Cajun and Tex- 
Mex music to an old Beatles 
tune, they show their 
unbelievably wide range and 
their ability to integrate 
contemporary musical flair 
with a strong tradition. LG

Tarika 


Tarika means simply “the 
group” in Malagasy, and is the 
second incarnation of the 
band assembled by Hanitra 
(pronounced “Anch”) 
Rasoanaivo. She launched her 
first group as Tarika Sammy in 
1991, and they stayed together 
for almost three years. 

Hanitra is joined by her 
sister, Noro, as well as three of 
Madagascar’s top young roots 
musicians. Donné, Ny Ony and 
Solo are multi-intrumentalists 
who play traditional and 
customized Malagasy 
instruments, such as the 
marovany (box zither), valiha 
(bamboo zither), and kabosy 
(the small Malagasy guitar). 
Vocal harmonies and 
extensive dancing are also 
part of their performances. 

Tarika’s most recent album 
was released last year and 
spent eight weeks on top of 
the European world music 
charts. Curiously, the original 
Tarika promoted Malagasy 
women’s issues, and the 
current album is described as 
including “powerful historic 
and political themes.” SA

Linda Tillery 
and the Cultural 
Heritage Choir 


In 1992, Linda Tillery came 
across a treasure trove of field 
recordings of traditional 
African-American music. 
Within months, she assembled 
the Cultural Heritage Choir to 
perform spirituals, work and 
play songs, field hollers, and 
other slave tunes in the folk 
tradition. 

“T did not know what I was 
searching for,” she says, “but I 
knew it would have an 
historical as well as an 
educational focus. I also knew 
that it would enable me to 
feel more complete as an 
artist and as a human being. I 
stumbled upon it and I knew 
right away that it was right for 
mes’ 

Today the Cultural 
Heritage Choir—featuring 
Rhonda Benin, Elouise 
Burrell, Melanie DeMore and 
Emma Foster-Fiege—is one of 
the most vital performing 
groups in its field. Solidly 
rooted in the past, all the way 
back to the Gullah culture of 
the South Carolina and 
Georgia Sea Islands, the choir 
has a powerful vision of the 
future conveyed through its 
songs and chants in such 
stylistic forms as call-and- 
response, multi-layered 
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Linda Tillery and the Cultural Heritage Choir 


harmonies and repetitive 
verse. The choir’s repertoire 
also includes sermons, folk 
tales, polyrhythmic percussion 
and dance. 

A San Fransisco native and 
a pioneer of women’s music 
long heralded for her 
powerful R&B, jazz, pop and 
gospel singing, Tillery says 
that putting together the 
Cultural Heritage Choir to 
perform spirituals and other 
forms of “survival music is like 
putting on a pair of shoes that 
were made just for you by the 
best cobbler in the world; they 
are comfortable, they are one 
with your foot, and you can 
walk all over God’s heaven.” 


Toots & the Maytals 


This future legend, who 
coined the name reggae with 
his 1968 song “Do the 
Reggay,” started his singing 
career at the age of seven in 
the church choir. Fredrick 
(a.k.a. Toots) Hibbert was 
born and raised in May Pen, 
Clarendon, West Jamaica, one 
of a family of seven. 

Before long, however, he 
set out on his own, leaving 
home as a teenager and 
moving to Trench Town, 
where he met Raleigh Gordon 
and Jerry Mathias. It wasn’t all 
that easy for the Maytals trio 
to get its start, though singing 
for Clemen Dodd, known as 





Sir Coxone from Studio One, 
certainly helped. After that, 
the Maytals began to take 
hold. They introduced a new 
style ska beat, one that hada 
spiritual feel and earned them 
the description “a revivalist, 
churchical group, in the same 
spirit as [Toots’] childhood 
friends, Justin Hines and the 
Dominoes.” 

A trio couldn’t contain 
Toots & the Maytals for long, 
and they’ve incorporated a 
number of other regular and 
sessional players, among them 
guitarists Radcliffe Bryan and 
Carl Harvey; vocalists Ryan 
Hibbert, Leba Hibbert and 
Marie Gittens; drummer Paul 
Douglas; keyboard player 
Charles Farqueson; and bass 
player Clifton Jackson. 

Their album Knockout 
(1981) sold gold in New 
Zealand, and one of the songs 
on the album, “Beautiful 
Woman,” went platinum. 
Many international artists, 
including Bonnie Raitt, The 
Clash, Robert Palmer and The 
Specials, have covered Toots’ 
songs. Both the Maytals’ 1990 
live album and Toots and the 
Maytals in Memphis (1988) 
have been nominated for 
Grammy awards. 

Back home in Jamaica, 
Toots’ name has been a 
household word for 20 years, 
winning him Jamaica’s Order 
of Distinction for his musical 
contribution. AK

efore talking about our 19th festival, 
aed | want to fast forward to Tuesday, 
June 1, 1999 at 9:30 a.m. This is when the 
tickets to the 20" annual Edmonton Folk 
Music Festival will go on sale. This much has 
been decided about how ticket sales will be 
handled next year: 


¢ Due to the overwhelming demand for 
tickets, each order will be limited to a 
maximum of eight weekend passes, and the 
five per cent discount will be eliminated. 
The extra $15,000 generated detracting the 
discount will be balanced by an equal 
increase in the artistic budget. 


¢ Ticket prices will be the same as this year. 


e No decisions have been taken as to how 
tickets will be sold, i.e. whether TicketMaster 
and our usual outlets will continue to sell 


them, or whether they will be available only at - 


the festival office, or through phone orders.

In answer to the hundreds 
of questions about how we sell 
our weekend passes, the fact is 
we have not changed our 
weekend pass sales policies at 
all. The fast sell-out could just 
mean that the festival is no 
longer a secret. The only 
change made was to eliminate 
the sale of individual day passes 
for Saturday and Sunday. This 
was done to ease concerns 
about crowding during the day 
when there are eight stages 
running and many children on 
the site. 


As soon as you arrived at the 
festival, you would have 
noticed our new main stage tent—bigger and 
hopefully better. We have also installed a 
$100,000 underground electrical system to 
improve safety and increase our power 
options. This project is funded 50 per cent by 
the Community Facilities Enhancement 
Program and 50 per cent by the festival. 


Also new this year are wristbands. The Gate 
crew was dealing with upwards of 10,000 re- 
entries on a Saturday and Sunday. This was too 
labor intensive and so something had to 
change. Please have patience with us during 
this transition. 


Artists such as Baaba Maal and Thomas 
Mapfumo are here this weekend in large part 
due to the fact that WOMAD (World of Music, 
Arts and Dance—an international 
organization that celebrates multiculturalism) 
has been holding its inaugural World Music 
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Festival in Seattle this past week. That’s good 
news for us because it’s a short skip for them 
to come to Edmonton from there. 


With the Canadian dollar at an all time low 
compared to the U.S. dollar, buying talent 
from around the world remains a challenge. 
Fortunately, your advance ticket buying has 
allowed us to increase the artistic budget to 
$500,000 this year, up from $180,000 in 1989. 
We will continue to do whatever we can to 
bring in artists of the highest calibre, even with 
these financial constraints.

We are looking at a few other site and 
program improvements, but those are for year
